may be deemed necessary for the aforesaid purposes, according to the 
circumstances of the Union ; whereupon it shall be lawful for the 
Commissioners to direct that a meeting of the Rate-payers be called, 2 <) 
in the manner and form which is provided in the aforesaid first-recited 
Act, for the purpose of considering applications with regard to the 
emigration of poor persons ; and if at any such meeting the applica- 
tion of the Guardians (or Cess-payers, as the case may be) shall be 
approved and signed by a majority in value of those present, it shall 25 
be lawful for the Commissioners, by and with the approval of the Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland, to authorize such Board of Guardians (or such 
paid Guardians, as the case may be), to hire such quantity of land as 
they shall think requisite for the purposes aforesaid ; and it shall 
thereupon he lawful for such Board of Guardians (or such paid Guar- go 
dians) to contract for the same, subject to the approval and directions 
of the Commissioners as to the quantity of land, and the terms and 
tenure of such contract : Provided always, That the quantity of land 
so hired under this Act shall not exceed One hundred Statute Acres. 

And be it Enacted, That this Act shall extend to Ireland only. ^ 

' And be it Enacted, That this Act may be amended or repealed by 
any Act to be passed in this present Session of Parliament. 
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
